CONGRESS’ ASSEMBLING. 

Wasuineton, D. C., April 13.—The ques- 
tion of concurring with the Senate in the re- 
peal of the law for the meeting of Congress 
ou the fourth of March, was again spiritedly 
debated in the House to-day, and finally car- 
ried by one vote—99 to 98, The fact that, if 
the law remained unrepealed, the Forty-third 
Congress would meet on the day the next 
President was inaugurated, seemed to infia- 
ence a great many members. The end is not 
yet. To-morrow the opponents of repeal, who 
are led by Generals Garfield and Butier, in- 
tend to move to reconsider the vote of to-day, 
and feel confident that they can succeed. 
There seems to be more feeling than the facts 
on the surface appear to warrant. 

THE AMNESTY BILL. 

There is such a disposition on the part af 
Senators to adjourn and hurry home, that it 
is feared that a motion to :econsider the 
House amnesty bill will be defeated. 4ts op- 
ponents have the advantage in the special 
rule which the Senate psssed to exclude all 
legislation that did not relate to the Kuklux 
or apprupriations, A capvass of the Senate 
shows that half of the New England Senators 
will vote for the bill, and it is believed that 
it can obtain the reqnired two-thirds if the 
measure can be brought to a direct yote with: 
out debate, 

ABSENTE 8 FROM TERRITORIAL POSTs. 

The President has issued an order enforc- 
ing the law of 1862, which requires territorial 
Governors to remain at their posts. Several 
of these officials are constantly in Washing- 
tov and it has been deemed best to inform 
them tha; the executive departments are not 
located here, and that the law requires them 
to obtain special permission to be absent 
lopger than thirty days, One of these Gover- 
bors bas been here since December last. 

GRANT'S JAUNT TO CALIFORNIA. 

As Congress will prebably adjourn next 
week, the President has reconsidered hie in- 
tention not to visit the Pacific coast, and 
has decided, if pothing extraordinary inter- 
veues, to leave the last week in April for 
California, to be abseat six weeks. 

KANSAS REIMBURSED FOR THR “PRICE RAIDS.” 

Congress, at its last session, passed an act 
to reimburse the State of Kansas for moncy 
¢xpended in enlisting, equipping, and pro 
Visiouing the militia forces to aid in the sup- 
pression of the rebellion. Under the author- 
itv. of this act, the Secretary of 
War appointed Inspector General Har- 
die, Major Bingham, and Paymaster 
Stavton to proceed to Fort Leavenworth to 
audit the items of expenditures and ascertain 
the balance against the United States. The 
Commission met at Fort Leavenworth on the 
fliteenth of March, and corcluded their 
labors in three weeks. Their report 
has been submitted te the Secretary af 
War, aud by him to Congress, The 
claims examined are what is known as the 
Price Raid Claims, ineurrcd Curing the raid 
of Sterling Price into that Siate, in the au 
tumn of 1864.

The Democratic mass meeting which is 
called to assemble at 10 o’clock to-morrow 
morning, at the court-house, ought to em- 
brace the best citizens of the city! and 
county. We need to be represented; not 
sold out, in the State Convention, The 
new mode prescribed by the Executive 
Committee has the fresh and suggestive 
merit of a novel experiment, and it may 
prove a complete success.

There isno reason why 
the mass meeting may not be a thorough 
expression of genuine Democracy, 

Poor little. Ames. It is ‘bad enough to 
be a carpet-bag Senator and a son-in-law 
ol BEN BuTier. But to make an indecent 
speech, and to have the most obscene and 
only noticeable pari oi it ascribed to the 
champion American dirt-slinger, is the 
acme of all musfortune and all infamy.

This is what is mean 
by carpet-baggery, Can any one wonder 
that the Mississippians should regard this 
poor creature as a swindle and that they 
should refuse to make any compromise 
either with him or the party that made it 
possible for such a thing to exist? 


It Might Have Been. 

Two or three of our Kentucky exchanges 
bave,very unthoughtedly as we think, taken 
us to-task for the use made of our articles 
upon outlawry by Mr. Morton in the Sen- 
ate and Mr. BuTLEr in the lower house of 
Congress. It is alleged that we have been 
summoned as a witness by the Republican 
leaders and that our testimony is cited as 
an argument in favor of the proposed Ku- 
klux legislation. If this were so it were a 
grievous fault and includes not only the 
CovURIER-JOURNAL, but all the Democratic 
newspapers that have reported acts of 
lawlessness, and Governor STEVENSON, 
who has remonstrated, and Judge Pryor 
and Judge Bruce, who have addressed 
grand juries on the subject, and whose 
charges, with the messages of the Govern- 
or, have been quoted along with the edito- 
rials of the CouRIER-JoURNAL. If our 
articles against Kukluxism encourage 
Federal interference, so do the official acts 
ot our Chief Magistrate and our judges, 
who have not been behind us in earnest- 
nees, though, from the nature of the case, 
they have delivered themselves with less 
frequency and persistence. 

But the hypothesis on which the charge 
is made lacks the ingredients of sound and 
forcible criticism, resting alone upon the 
notion that we ought to suppress and 
smother up, rather than publish and con- 
demn, the operations of bad men, who in- 
fest certain parts of our country. Accord-~ 
ing to this theory the Governor should 
have taken no notice of the outrages 
calkd to his attention by their insolent 
character and unpleasant proximity to the 
State Capital; Judge Pryor should not 
have delivered his address to the grand 
jury of Franklin county after the midnight 
raid on Frankfort, nor Judge Bruce have 
issued his famous and admirable charge on 
the opening of the Shelby court; the Ad- 
jutant General should not have urged ad- 
ditional legislation; nor the press have 
published a word either containing infor- 
mation or comment, because all these things 
furnish Radical capital of the kind de- 
scribed. 

Wetake just the opposite view. We part 
company with our critics from the starting- 
point. We notonly regard the messages of 
the Governor, the utterences of the judici- 
ary, and the clamors of the press, as season: 
able and wise, and essential to the forma- 
tion of a healthful and active public 
opinion and policy, but also as so much 
Democratic capital if properly used by the 
Democratic leaders and adequately sup- 
ported by local Democratic legislation. 

The strong suit of the Democratic party 
is not the denial of outlawry. Illustrations 
of its existence are too numerous and con- 
spicuous for successful contradiction. But 
thesolid point to be made is this, that such 
occurrences are not partisan and wholly 
criminal}; that the Democratic party and 
the Democratic people have no part nor 
lot with them; that they are the result in 
some case of reckless Radical admunistra- 
tion and in other cases of a wild spirit of 
wantonness produced by civil wars and 
the disbandment of large armies; that 
they are not confined to one class, but are 
as frequently perpetrated by Federals as 
by Contederates, by blacks as by whites, 
according to surrounding circumstances, 
but always by ruffians, who merit condign 
punishment; and that the way to suppress 
them is not by partisan enactments in Con- 
gress, but by the slow-moving but sure- 
tooted process of domestic law and public 
opinion. This is the strong argument— 
beeause it is an argumeat founded on fact

popular favorites, all going to show that 


that the Kuklux do exist, and that they 
ought to be suppressed by the General 
Government, Mr. Brox'’s case, already 
strong, would be complete and unanswer- 
able had he been able to rise in his seat 
and say, “Sir, the gentleman from Massa- 
chusetts has brought forward several 
Democratic witnesses, Governors, judges 
and newspapers, to prove that there have 
been acts of violence in Kentucky. Who 
denies the fact? I do not, most certainly, 
and I might produce him a hundred ad- 
ditional Democratic witnesses, all going 
to show that the Democratic party, 
through its official tabric and its press, is 
behind no party in its devotion to law and 
order. But I will produce one witness that 
will confound all his calculations and an- 
swer all his complaints. I hold in my hand, 
sir, a copy of the Kukfhx bill passed by the 
last Democratic Legislature of Kentucky. 
It is as strong as words can make it. Con- 
gress Cam pass no more stringent law and 
18 utterly powerless to execute such a gen- 
eral law as that proposed by comparison 
with the power of the State, if left alone, 
to execute this local law, Itis the con- 
flict of jurisdiction between the Federal 
and domestic powere, not the absence of 
adequate domestic laws, which renders 
violence possible and in a manner en- 
it. Remove the conflict—relieve 

the people of the two masters between 
whom they are now divided and give them 
over to the authority of one and that one 
which is able to take most particular and 
minute care of local affairs—and all these 
troubles will presently cease to vex us. Do 
this, restore the interested jurisdiction ot 
the State and withdraw the alien and 


gress, which only confuses the popular 
sense of law and harasses the spirit of the 
people, and all will be well.” 

Is there any answer to the case thus 
made up? Is it not, thatis to say, would 
it not be, absolutely invincible if 
our Legislature had passed the. act 
that it was urged to pass by every 
Democratic authority in the State, 
an act which would have cost it 
nothing and which, even if it did no good, 
could do no possible harm, would violate 
no principle, would sacrifice no idea, would 
be directed, in tact, toward, ii it did not 
secure, order and peace, and would have 
furnished our triends abroad a powerful 
response to the unjust but damaging 
Radieal raid on Kentucky? Yet, even in 
the absence of the act in question, the 
messages of Governor STEVENSON, the 
charge of Judge Bruck and the address 
of Judge Pryor, the articles of the 
COURIER-JOURNAL and its Democratic 
contemporaries, are of genuine value as 
conclusive proof that the Democratic 
party is not in league with Kukluxism. All 
of them bear directly on public sentiment, 
which must after all determine the peace 
of society. 

To that public sentiment, thus pressed 
aod taught by its executive, judicial and 
journalistic organs, the laws should be 
committed. Nothing else is sound pelicy 
and the argument in favor of it is over- 
whelming. The Republicans could not 
resist it, much less bear it down by the 
flood-tide of exaggeration and denuncia- 
tion in which they are seeking to engulf 
us. It appeals not less to the sober sense 
of the North than to the sense of justice 
of the South, it hasa fair and open and 
promising aspect, it harmonizes with the 
teachings of our Republican system, with 
the habits and antecedents of our polit- 
ical existence and with that shrewd and 
coo] discernment—that unlettered but 
practical statesmanship—which is a char- 
acteristic of the whole American people. 

In saying “it might have beep” we have 
simply to regret the course of the Legis- 
lature. But we have no doubt that time, 
a most natural and beneficent agent, will 
correct all these things. To that arbiter 
Congress had better leave them.

Concurrent with Mr. Courax’s intro- 
duction of the subject,—an unpleasant 
subject it must be allowed,—the newspa- 
pers of both parties in the North are turn- 
ing their attention to the CARPET-BAGGER. 

The history of this eyesore, its origin, 
rise and progress, its genus and its pedi- 
gree, its wanderings, experiences and out- 
of-the-way belongings, 1n short its species, 
life and adventures would puzzie the unit- 
ed energies of Mr. Darwix, Dr. AGassiz 
and Mr. GeorGE ALFRED TOWNSEND. 

The CARPET-BAGGER 18 an exceptional 
bit of veneering; a bastard piece of furniture, 
of no use at all, but in everybody's way, 
Sometimes it happens, in fitting up a new 
house,tbat a too meddlesome maiden aunt o 
the bride, or a bothering old uncle of the 
husband, appears with a clumsy and worth- 
less book-case or side-board, too big tor 
the library, too uncouth for the back-par- 
lor, and absolutely unsuited to the dining- 
room, which is presented with great earn- 
estness and ceremony as an heir-loom, and 
thrust, perforce, upon the astonished 
young couple, who do not dare refuse, and 
yet are quite aghast at sight of the awk- 
ward, worm-eaten, rotten and odorous in- 
truder, full of fleas and bed-bugs, and 
ancient sores and foul smells to contaminate 
and disfigure the array of tresh and pretty 
things from the upholsterer. Thus, at the 
. close of the war, when the live and vigor- 
ous energies of the South, relieved of the 
pressure and the presence of armies, were 
preparing to renovate and refit their fabric 
with ideas and impulses adapted to their 
altered but by no means hopeless condi- 
tion, did the Government of the United 
States, with all the airs of‘affection and 
patronizing self-assertion of the venerable 
and, withal, powerful relative, enter with a 
man for laying the carpets and placing the 
furniture wholly foreign to the wants and 
notions of those directly interested. The 
more urgent the objection, however, the 
more positive the command, and, it being 
ruin to disobey, the unhappy dependents 
had to submit and accept the unclean 
rubbish that was put upon them. 

Ot this rubbish the most intolerable item 
was, without doubt, the Carpet-baguer; and 
the worst part of it was, tbat the benignant 
epirit that sent it was not satisfied to have 
it setup where it would be least likely to 
disturb the household, but must have it lo- 
cated fn the front parlor to the exclusion 
of the best and handsomest articles of do 
mestic decoration and value. Everything 
had to give way for the Carpet-bagger. It 
was by turns an arm-chair and 4 grind

What at first promised to be ——— an inet- 

dent, hes expended inte one of 

events of the city’s bistory. After three days tn 
the City Court, occupied ta the trial of Mr. Martin 
A. Walker on the rule to answer a charge of un- 
professional conduct, the argument Is not yet 
concluded. 

The exemination of witmessess was resumed 
yesterday evening at one o’clock by the tntroduc- 
tion of L. A. Wood, Esq., ad un expert in the mar- 
ter of Mr. Waiker’s cbirogrephy. Mr. Wood did 
not believe the petition alleged to have been 
drawn by the accused was in his handwritiog. 
Mr. Bligh, the detective, testified as to Clarke’s 
character, one of the withesses brought from the 
jail to swear for the prosecution. Clarke he 
would not believe usder oath when bis interests 
were affected, and his general reputation was 
that of a swindler,a dead-beat,a Jeremy Diddier. 
Mr. Joseph, while In Indianapolis a few days 
ego, had heard the clerk at the Bates House 
proneunce Clarke “the most consummate 
vcoundrel acd the shrewdest” he ever knew— 
and so that bouse had pubt'shed him. Major 
Kinney, Mr. Dinkelspiel, Mr. Thomas, Weber, 
Curtis, Fontaine, Warren, Conn, and Baird 
were called, and all testified (with the excep- 
tien of the two last named), contradicting and 
eorroboratipg one another as to the discrepancy 
of Clarke’s testimony before the Circuit and 
City Courts. Many more might have been called 
bad nota gcod part of the crowd moved out 
about this time, to escape the “general draft’’ 
which seemed to be pressing everybody in as 


a witpess. 

But when it beceme kuown that the evidence 
was closed and that Isaac R. Greene, Esq., 
was about to open, a large Bumber gathered in

We, noiwithbstandipg our civilization, may it 
pleace your Honor, are a good deal like th» 
neathens still, who supposed that occasionally 
some fudivic ual must be sacrificed to propitiate 
the geds, It seems we have a few of tne gods 
amorg us. Or, | might say, my client is like 
Jonah. Jonah «es ina ship goivug to Tarsbieh, 
and when abous to sink, may itt p'ease your 
Honor, the passengers told Jonah te call on his 
00s 10 save it—to quict the elements—-and, 
when be couldn’t do it, (bey threw him over- 
board, and, after three days—jus three days, 
your Horor, the Osh spit him out on the sho-- 
onthe barn—I may say on the sand. Yes, sir; 
spit bim right out on ths sand. 

“Now, we hope it may be the same way with 
Walker, as it is 30 like the whole thing. 

“Who are the sciors in this drama? Judge 
Price, Robert F. Baird, and h's hopeful n “phew. 
Ju-tthink oft'! To bave euch a source! Why, 
your horor. Robert F. Baird is just like Watker 
for all the world, cnly. may be, a little bit 
emarte:! He hus vceen ju-t so for ten years. 
Listen at his evidenc+: ‘He stole away my cli- 
ent.” To think they should bring such @ cbha‘ge 
egeiust pcor Walker! But let us see about the 
stealing. In the City Court, that poor devil, 
O'Donpe}l, Was brcur ht up tor tarceny, and Ro»- 
ert F. Baird was a» potated to defend him—a poor 
lrisbman—avd the court sen: him up to the Clr- 
eutt. Here Mr. Batrda’s bu-lucss was al an end 
He had no more to do with it. Now, Walke: 
finds out the poor devil bad an old silver watch, 
ard be went for it. He says: ‘I will clear you, 
if you will give me that wa'ceb!” Hedidna’s clear 
him, eod be gave him the watch back.

A little, old $15 
ticker. This is the cause of poor Walker’s wors, 
and has been urged with a power equa) to the 
effen-e. Mr. Baird ard his topeful nephew go's 
‘othe jail and brings outtwoo! his poor, ragzed 
clients, and Mr. Hagan—well,[ won't say any- 
thing about Mr. Hagan, for 1 believe him to be a 
sorter Of a gentieman; and, Mr. Hagan, you 
cught pot te bave introduced such a set on the 
stend. What a poor, shouider-shotten, wind- 
brokep, spavined, knee-sprung, box-ankled, 
lcusy set, tO swear away my client’s life. Yes, 
lite, for you bad better take a man’s life than 
his professiin, by which he makes bis bread 

“Baird and Price start the whole thicg. They 
are the apgry gods to be appeased. And from 
such gods may the good Lord deliver us! They 
jump on poor Walker beciuse he is nota potent 
man. When James Guthrie came bere, twenty- 
five years of age, he was almost a3 ignorant a3 
Walker; but he came out, Give Walker a chance. 
Walker stands without friends—alone—a poor, 
deserted man. [Here Mr. Walker was noticed to 
be weeping very treely.] But what is Walker's 
ofiense to compare with getting Adim Stephan’s 
$5,000?_~He ig arrested, and runs off af.er giving 
ball. He leaves, however, $5,000 to pay the 
bond and Mr. Sccu:lty is safe. But there is the 
$5,000 for the S'ate. And now two lawyers get the 
Goveroor to pardon Adam and pocket the money. 
Ms God, whatare we a-comiong to? What does 

Walker's cfknse—eveo grartirg he bas com- 
mitted ope—what does’ We lke: offense compare 
to thi:? Icanrecall fifty ca:es where the grand 
actors ip this d:ama have played the same sort 
of tricks. Tiue,they are not on trial, but they 
bad po right to bring up this business. 

“ Mr. Buird and bis hop ful nephew, and Mr. 
Potteine with bis great learning, say this peti- 
iow is In Walker’s bandwriting. Well,as smart 
men as they are may be deceived. Even the 
learned and illustrious Fontaine may be mis- 
teken. Good experts are often wropg. Why, 
wi ite a barder band to forge than Walker does; 
I cen putinthe whirligigs, the slap-dashes, the 
cork-screws, the semi-circlhs and the semi-demi- 
quavers—but one time, many years ago,a Mr. 
Hagegin imitated some letters in my band and 
put them in Mr. Houser’s pocket, ard, when be 
laid it on me, I said—well, it looked so much like 
minethat Icouldn’t say ansthfag except ‘I tell 
you, gentlemen, see here,now,I swearl didn’t 
coit.’
